Since the first of January there has 
been an accumuation deficiency. in 
in precipitation of over seven inches 
whch would indicate that 1920 is a 
dry year in more respects than one. 

There were eleven clear days in 
October ten partly and ten cloudy. 
There were three thunderstorms in 
Grand Haven and vicinity during the 
month.

DELEGATES FROM 41 COUNTRIES 


Disposition Shown to Meet Intricate 
Problems With Open Minds; U. S. 
Without Representatives. 


Geneva,—Paul Hymans, of Belgium, 
was elected permanent president of 
the League of Nations at the opening 
session of the league's dssembly here. 
He received 35 votes to four votes for 
President Motta, of Switzerland, and 
one each for ex-President Ador, of 
Switzerland, and Leon Bourgeois, of 
France. “ 

When Hymans, who heads the Bel- 
gian delegation and is a former for- 
eign minister of Belgium, declaned 
the first session of the assembly 
open, the hall was crowded with men 
and women and there were several 
women among the delegates. Their 
toilettes with the quaint red and yel- 
low gowns of the Swiss guards, gave 
touches of color to an otherwise 
sober scene, 

M. Motta in his greetings to the del- 
egates, thanked the peace conferenc2 
for having selected Geneva ag the 
seat of the League of Nations and 
also-thanked President Wilson for 
calling the meeting of the assembly 
in the seat of the league, 

Determination to meet intricate 
problems in world affairs and to lay 
firmly the foundation stones of the 
League of Nations was evident in the 
demeanor of delegates of 41 countries 
when they convened here. 

Although differences of opinion 
have already arisen relative to the 
Danzig question the make up of the 
commission on mandates, the protec- 
tion of racial and religious minorities 
in Balkan states and the admission 


of Germany to the league with some 


of her former allies, there was an 
evident disposition on the part of all 
the delegates to meet every situation 
with fairness and open mind and to 
endeavor to reach deeisions which 
would be acceptable. 


U. S. Not Represented. 

Washington—The United States 
will not be represented at the meet- 
ing of the League of Nations as- 
sembly at Geneva by any observers, 
official or unofficial, according to a 
statement from the administration. 

The attitude of the president it 
was explained, is that he has done all 
in his power to put the United States 
into the league but that. inasmuch as 
the American people have rejected 
his plan, he feels himself enjoined 
from participating in any manner in 
the session of the assembly, which 
he convoked in accord with the terms 
of the treaty. 


DEATH RECORD LOWEST IN 1919 


12.9 a Thousand, Shows Drop of 5.1 
: From High Rate of 1918. 


Washington.—The 1919 death rate 
in the registration area of continental 
United States, embracing 81 per cent 
of the population, was shown in stat- 
istics made public by the Census Bu- 
reau to be the lowest recorded for 
any one year, The rate of 12.9 a 1,000 
of population, showed a drop of 5.1 
a 1,000 from the unusually high rate 
of 1918, resulting from the epidemic 
of influenza. 

The total number of deaths in 1919 
was 1,096,436, of which 111,579, or 
10.2 per cent, were caused by heart 
disease, while tuberoulosia resulted 
in 106,985, or 9.8 per oent, the stat- 
isticga showed. Deaths attributed to 
pneumonia totaled 105,218; influenza 
84,118; nephritis and Bright’s disease, 
75,005, and cancer and other malig- 
nant tumors, 68,551,

Washington.—The state department

WORK THROUGH COMMISSION 
A Total of 2,667 Persorfs Employed 


And 10,000 Articles Distributed | 
Free of Cost. 


Washington.—Fourteen million dol- 
lars, covering the costs of distribution 
of articles ‘ranging from auto-ambul- 
ances to safety pins, have been ex- 
pended by the American Red Cross 
in its relief work in Russia, accord- 
ing to figures taken from the forth- 
coming, annual report of the organiza- 
tion and made public at headquarters 
here, . 

Service was extended to millions of 
men, women and children and ranged 
from hospital care for the sick to 
food and clothing for the starving and 
itjclad. The work was carried on 
through commissions sent to Sibéria, 
western Russia, southern Russia and 
the Baltic states, a total of 2,667 per- 
sons, including 503 Americans, were 
employed and 10,000 different articles 
were distributed free of cost. 

The commissions operated sanitary 
trains with a total of 75 cars, equip- 
ped with 830 beds, with a capacity of 
1,550 patients . Anti-typhus trains 
operated by the commissions traveled 
11,000 miles, furnishing preventative 
baths to 106,000 persons, disinfection 
for 1,000,000 and issuing 500,000 clean 
garments. In Siberia alone Red 
Crogs trains distributed 8,000 tons of 
supplies and 18 hospitals, with a total 
of 6,596 beds, were operated. 

Much of the relief work in west- 
ern Russia consisted in aid to more 
than 250,000 Allied soldiers held ‘in 
prison camps, but many thousands of 
civilians also were supplied with food 
and clothing. In the Baltic states, in 
addition to ordinary relief efforts, the 
Red Cross commissions aided in the 
treatment of nearly 20.000 typhus 
cages, and disinfecting stations and 
hospitals. had to. be established on & 
large scale. The work in south Rus- 
sia consisted largely in caring~- for 
refugees and in fighting typhus and 
cholera in.the Crimea. 


SKIPPER CALLED NEGLIGENT 


Charged With Violating Rules When 
17 Lives and Boat Lost, 


Providence, R. 1—The U. S. inspec. 
tor of stean) vessels here has brought 
charges of negligence, unskilfulness 
and violation of pilot miles against 
Captain H. A, Biggins, master of the 
steamer Cape Fear, which sank in 
Narragansett bay with a loss of 17 
lives after colliding with the steamer 
City of Atlanta, of the Savannah Line. 
Inspectors R, B, Clarke and R. F. 
Tsatley charged that Captain Biggins 
permitted the pilot to leave the ship 
while she was in Narragansett bay, 
when he should not; that he changed 
the course after signalling to pasa in 
another direction, and that, after near- 
ing the danger signal of the City of 
Atlanta, he failed to stop and reverse 
the engines of the Cape Fear. 


BANK PROFITS ARE 24 PER CENT. 


Five Natlonal tnstitutlons in Recelv- 
ers Hands During Year, 


Washington.—The 8,157 national 
banks of the country reported a gross 
revenue of $1,109,000,000 or 24 per 
cent on their capital, for the fiscal 
year ended last June 30, says a state 
ment by John Skelton Williams comp- 
troller of the currency. 

This, Mr. Williams said, was a new 
high record. 

Only five banks went into the hande 
of receivers during the year, a record 
exceeded only by that of the year be- 
fore, when there were no failures, ; 

Earnings of the banks. came largely , 
from Interest and discount, although 
a total of $97,000,000 was obtained 
from exchange and collection charges 
and other miscellaneous sources.

took to writing 
while still very 
young. - 

In her sketch, 
“T ran acendental 
Oats,” she de- 
seribes itn an 
amusing way the 
experience of a 
year at Fruitlands, 
where an attempt 
was made to es~ 
tablish an Ideal community. Miss Alcott 
was obliged to be a wage carner to 
help out the family income, and #0 
taught sehool, served as a governess 
and at times worked as a scamstress. 
Wearying of this, she wrote for the 
papers stories of a sensational nature, 
which were remunerative financially 
bat unsatisfactory to her as a Hterary 
pursult, and she abandoned this style 
of writing. 

In a Washington hospital she served 
aa @ nurse for a time, but the work 
was wo hard that she failed tn health, 
and when she recovered she had to find 
new fields of work; then she traveled 
as rttendant to an invalid, and with 
her visited Europe. 

After several attempts at Hterature 
Mins Alcott wrote “Little Women,” 
which was an immediate success, reach- 
ing a anle of 87,000 copies in three 
years. She wrote from the heart, and 
wove into the story incidents from the 
lives of herself and her three sisters 
at Concord. She afterward wrote “An 
Old Fashioned Girl.” “Little Men,” 
“Aunt Jo’s Serap Bag,” “The Eight 
Cousina” and “Rose in Bloom,” besides 
other stories and sketches, 4: 

Miss Alcott had ambition and ability | 
for n high grade of literary work; she 
made her success ns a writer of chil- 
dren’s stories. While her receipts from 
some later work were large. for those 
times, she declared that she wan more 
proud of the first $32 she received than 
of the larger amounts Inter. 

One generation after snother of 
young readers finds pleasure fu Miss Al- 
cott'’s cheery, healthful stories, and 
thelr vitality is Indlcated by thelr ap- 
pearnnce on the movie screen,

Eben Putnam Performed Similar Serv-

A life of singular variety und ad- 
venture has been thatef Eben Putnam, 
hew-chosen nation- 
al historian of the 
American Legion. 
Mr. Putnam was 
boro {in Salem, 
Mass., Oct. 10, 1968. 
He received his 
education in pri- 
vate schools and 
the Cambridge high 
schogl. While he 
was a boy he was 
the companion and 

: assistant of his 
father, the distinguished anthropolo- 
gist, Prof. Frederic Ward Putnam, Ip 
archaeological explorations in various 
parts of the world. 

Mr. Putnum has been deeply inter- 
ested in genealogy, eugenics and New 
England histories, and has compiled 
and published a number of works on 
these subjects. He has conducted ex- 
tensive investigations over a period of 
more than twenty-five ‘years into the 
question of imuilgration. He is a 
member of the Soclety. of Colonsal 
Wars, the Sons of the American Reyo- 
lution, the Milltary Order of Foreign 
Wars, and Anierican Historical Socie- 
ty.

Early to the fall of 1915 Mr. Put- 
nam became convinced that this coun- 
try must enter the war eventually, 
and Joined the training school organ- 
ized in his state.

own conscience and understanding. 

“In such wu contingency it is the 
Legion man's duty to assist in the 
maintenance of law and order by act- 
ing as an Individual and offering his 
services to the duly-constituted author- 
ities for the maintenance of law and 
order, There {s nothing to prevent 
the individual member of the Legion 
es an individual from taking elther 
side in such a controversy but the 
Legion, ag an organization will not 
do go.”

ASKS FOR MILITARY ESCORTS

gency. The bodies of soldler dead of 
the A, EE. F, are belng returned to 
Philadelphia daily, and us many as 


five requests a day are heing received 
by the American Legion, The Legion, 
through Its) representatives in the 
county organization, took the position 
that It cannot avold ita responsibility 
to honor these men who gave their 
ves for their country. 

“The United States army is now re- 
cruited to a strength of 300,000, It 
was the unanimous opinion among the 
Legion representatives of the 76 posts 
{n this county, that as commander in 
chief of the United States army, you 
might fonsider It a privilege to assign 
to Philadelphia 16 men who might 
serve as military escorts, thus assist- 
ing the American Legion in perform- 
ing a paramount patriotic duty.”

Geneva—Lord Robert Cecil, one of 

the chief authors of the League of Na 
tions covenent, who is coming to the 
assembly of the league as a delegate 
from South Africa, will support the 
proposed immediate admission to the 
league of former enemy states, it is 
expected here. 
+ Italy, Switze-land, the Scandinavian 
states and some of the South Amer!- 
can nations are understood to be fay- 
orable to such a plan. 

France, Belgium, Ruman{a, Jugo- 
slavia and Czecho-Slovakia will re- 
sist the admission of Germany and 
Hungary, although they are not un- 
favorable to Austria and Bulgaria. 
There are indications in circles that 
the drift toward admission of former 
enemy countries is strong and likely 
to reach the necessary two-thirds of 
the members unless a compromise is 
effected. 

The sentiment is growing that, 
whatever may be the merits of the 
case, the discussion the assembly 
is likely to develop a sharp controv- 
ergy, which the feading members of 
the league desire to avoid. At the 
first session it is probable the im- 
mediate admission of Austria and Bul- 
&aria will be proposed and an effort 
nade to have action in the case of 
Germany postponed to another meet- 
ing of the assembly, probably in the 
epring.

EXPECT BOMB PLOT SOLUTION 


Shoes of Horse Which Drew Explos- 
fon Cart idenifiy Owner, 


New York—The blacksmith who 
shod the horse which hauled the 
vagonload of explosives that caused 
the Wall street disaster Sept. 16, in 
which 39 persons were killed and 
scores injured, has been identified. 

Acting Inspector Coughlin, head of 
the police detective bureau, made 
this announcement. He said his men 
also have identified the man who 
took the animal to be shod. He ap- 
parently has vanished, it was said. 

The statement of Inspector Cough- 
lin followed closely upon the publi- 
cation by the New York Evening 
World of a three-page article, declar- 
ing the mystery “solved” and charg- 
ed responsibility for the explosion to 
individual laboring men or sympath- 
izers who considered they had beer 
injured by the alleged “building 
graft now under investigation. 


OPPOSE LAKES-T0-OCEAN ROUTE 


New York Association Says State 
Would Pay 30 Per Cent of Cost. 


Buffalo—The New York State Wat- 
erways association, in convention 
here, expressed “unalterable opposi- 
tion” to the proposal for a lakes-to- 
sea waterway via the Welland can- 
ai and the St. Lawrence river. 

Speakers at the day's sessions at- 
tacked the Canadian canal project as 
economically unsound, and urged 
congress to refuse to appropriate 
United States funds for use in the 
project, 

George C. Linton, Buffalo, told the 
convention that New York state 
would pay 30 per cent of this coun- 
try’s share of the cost of the canal, 
the middle, Atlantic and southern 
states about 50 per cent, “while the 
14 states which are agitating for the 
canal, will pay less than 10 per cent.” 


MALT AND HOPS SALE BANNED 


Dry Officials Rule Only Bakers and 


Confectioners May Purchase. 


Washington—Prohibition enforce- 
ment officers throughout the country 
haye been instructed to prevent the 
sale of malt and hops to others than 
bakers and confectloners, 

In the absence of Commissioner 
Kramer, officials at the prohibition en- 
forcement bureau, said that the sale 
of hops and malt as component parts 
of home-made beer had been ruted to 
be in violation of the Volsteuad act. 
They would not discuss, however, 
details of the new order, which is said 
to have resulted from a construction 
placed on the law nearly two months 
ago. 


WILL KEEP HANDS OFF STATES 


I. C. C. Not Disposed to Interfere in 
Local Problems, Chairman Says. 


Washington—The 
merece commission has no disposition 
to interfere with state regulatory 
bodies in administration of local traf- 
fie problems, Chairman Clark, of the 
federal body, said at the conference 
of the National Association of Rail- 
way and -Utiity commissioners. In 
replying to a question from Chairman 
Lewis, of the Indiana commission, 
Clark said that if a state body pro- 
mulgated a rule governing intrastate 
distribution of cars and no complaint 
came to the federal body ‘certainly 
we would not interfere with it.”

&Cent Fare For Chicago Approved. 
Chicago—The public utilities com- 
mission sustained the 8-cent car fare 
in Chicago and made it permanent, 
Valuation of the surface lines was 
fixed at $159,113,114. The city fought 
the 8-cent rate and insisted the fran- 
chise rate of 5 cents be restored. 


9,836,852 Tons, ‘Unfilled Orders. 

New York—The monthly tonnage 
of the United States Steel corpora. 
tion, made public here today, showed 
§.§36,852 tons of unfilled orders on 
hand October 31. ‘This is a decrease 
of 537,952 tons from last month’s un- 
filled orders, which totalled 10,374,805 
tons. 


Can’t Collect for Border Horses. 

Washington—New York state lost 
its effort to collect $294,141 from the 
federal government as a rental for 
4,523 horses and mules which went to 
the Mexican border during the 1916 
National Guard mobilization. The an-

defense, the Daily News announced. 
Prof. Soddy, Oxford, one of the fore- 
most chemists in Great Britain, de- 
clined a place on the committee, the 
paper says. 


Sun's Rays Start Forest Fires. 

White Cloud--The sun's rays, fo 
cused through glass tossed into 
dry leaves, cause 40 per cent of the 
Michigan forest fires, says Al J. Titus, 
deputy game warden. The warden 
has issued a general request that 
sportsmen and others passing through 
the woods be more careful aboyt dis- 
posal of broken glass refuse. 


Germany Pays Ten Billions. 

London--Germany has delivered to 
the reparations commission bonds to 
the amount of 60,000,000,000 gold 
marks, the value of which is approxi- 
mately $10,000.000,000 at the present 
rate of exchange. The delivery of 
the bonds is in accordance with the 
Peace Treaty, and the commission 
proposes to hold them as secarity for, 
and in acknowledgment of Germany's 
debt. oe |

Baltimore.—Murder and suicide was 
revealed by the police investigation 
into the deaths of John Kostkan, 36, 
a Bohemian artist, and his three 
months old bride, Mrs, Atella Kost- 
kan, aged 19.

SPECIAL APPROPRIATION URGED 
TO MEET ACCUMULATED 
AND FUTURE NEEDS. 


PRESTIGE OF SCHOOL AT STAKE 


But Littis Building At State’s Expense 
During Last 20 Years; Alumni 
Subserlbed the Funds. 


Ann Arbor.—The University of 
Michigan will ask the state legisla- 
ture at its coming session for a spe- 
cial appropriation of $8,690,000 for new 
and greatly needed buildings and addi- 
tions to buildings already on the 
campus. President M. L. Burton sub- 
mitted this building program to the 
state budget commission. 

Even as this budget was announced 
President Burton said: “It must be 
clearly understood now that the ac- 
cumulated needs of the university in- 


dicate that it will be necessary to ask 


the legislatures of 1923 and 1925 each 
for $5,000,000 for additional buildings. 
Unless this financial aid {s given to 
the university by the state, the school 
must sacrifice its prestige, and frank- 
ly concede that it cannot rank with 
other leading state universities in the 
west and mid-west.” 

During the last 10 years of Dr. 
Angell’s presidency, there was little 
building done on the campus. Alumni 
Memorial building was erected, but it 
cost the state of Michigan nothing, 
for alumni and friends of the univer. 
sity subscribed the funds. The uni- 
versity ran with its old equipment on 
its Own momentum. 

In the 10 years of Dr. Hutchins’s 
presidency soine splendid buildings 


-| were erected, but with few exceptions 


these were gifts of alumni. The not- 
able exceptions were the new science 
building, the new chemistry building 
and the new library, power plant and 
the first hospital units. 

The rest, Hill auditorium, Martha 
Cook building, Helen Newherry res- 
idence, Betsy Barbour house, and the 
splendid Michigan Union were all 
gifts of alumni and friends of the uni- 
versity, involving no cost to the state. 


WRANGEL’S ARMY WIPED OUT 


Sebastopol Lost; American War Ves- 
sels Recue Officers and Families. 


Constantinople.—The army of Gen- 
eral Wrangel, anti-boishevik leader 
in South Russia, has been wiped out 
and a number of his generals have 
killed themselves. 
opol has pillaged the American Red 
Cross’ stocks. 

The American torpedo boat destroy. 
ers at Sebastopol are evacuating of- 
ficers and their families. The Amer. 
ican destroyer. Humphreys. has.. gone 
to Yalta to ta.e off Red Cross sup 
plies. 

The United States transport Farraly 
has arrived here with 300 sick and 
wounded, who were cared for by the 
American Red Cross. It is said the 
reds were joined by some Ukrainians 
in spreading terror among the pop- 
ulace in the Crimea. 


LARGE TRADE DEBT TO U. §. 


Europe Owes Nearly $3,500,000,000 On 
Exports Since Armistice. 


Washington.—Europe’s debt to the 
United States. incurred since the 
armistice, in private commercial trans- 
actions, now exceeds $3,000.000,000 
and closely approaches $38,500,000,000, 
it was revealed by revised estimates 
of the federal reserve board. 

Exports to Europe upon an unpre- 
cedented scale, officials said, account 
for some of this unfunded balance, 
which is entirely apart from Europe's 
debt to America on account of gov- 
ernment loans. Board’ officials said 
that most of the obligations due the 
United States are being carried upon 
the books of foreign bauks and busi- 
ness houses. 


PLANE LOST NEAR MUSKEGON 


Debris Strewn Along Shore; Seek 
Trace of Three Missing Fiyers. 


Muskegon.—All hope for the three 
officers of the United States navy who 
started from Great Lakes naval train- 
ing station was dispelled when coast 
guards from Muskegon and Whitehall 
found pieces of wreckage from the 
plane strewn along the shore. 

The only chance the three men 
could have had of being saved would 
have been to have been picked up by 
a tramp steamer without wireless, 

The wreckage was discovered by 
Wdward Nedeau, of the coast guard.

N. Y. Veterans to Get Bonus, 
New York.—Soldlers from ‘the state 
of New York who served {n the world 
war will get a cash bonus from the 
state tf the mandate of the polls is 
carried out.
